Increased volume of sales has 
enabled the distributors to meet 
costs up to September.

Also contributing to increas- 
ed costs Was unemployment insur- 
ance payments of $1.18 for each 
employe; medical aid, workmen's 
compensation; 
pay for statutory holidays. 

Other increases recorded were: 
delivery wages going from $134.78 
in 1941 to $174.20 in September 1947 
and a further $6.48 increase went 
into effect on November 1 last. 
Stablemen’s wages rose from $96.72 
in 1941 to $127.14 in September 
this year, The $6.48 increase is 
applicable to this group also. Plant 
employes wages increased from 
$107.98 to $129.50, with an additional 
$6.48 monthly from September first. 
Office staff wages went from $95.98 | 
to $123.24. 

The increase recorded up to Sept- 
ember 1947 in relation to the cost 
of a quart of milk are the equiva- 
lent of approximately three-quart- 
ers of a cent, and this does not take 
into account the salary increases 
that went into effect on November 
1 


MR. PATRIQUIN, answering

People of other countries who 
are interested in France, who come 
here try to find out what 
is happening here, often do not 
know what to think any» more 
The government has sent out re- 
peated distress calls. The country 
would seem to be on the brink 
of bankruptcy, disaster and famine 

But the average Frenchman does 
not seem particularly worried 
Those who saw him this summer 
at the beaches, in the mountains, 
in the country, could tell that, 
physically, he did not seem to be 
suffering and that, morally, he look- 
ed forward to the future without 
alarm. Then which is right, the 
government or the average French- 
man, and whence comes the discrep- 
ancy in attitude? 

In most parts of the country one 
can have an excellent meal for a 
hundred to a hundred and fifty 
francs, or about a dollar. Ordinary 
textiles have reappeared in the 
storess along with hardware, giass- 
ware and dishes. If official recon- 
struction has scarcely started, many 
of the small property owners whose 
houses were only partially damaged 
have been able to repair them with 
the means at hand and re-install 
|themselves. Finally, it is obvious 
| that business is going on despite 
continual complaints 


to 


ECONOMIC STATISTICS, more- 
over, show that things have in fact 
improved considerably since the 
liberation. The country’s fuel pro- 
duction (coal, electricity, petro-

THE WHITE HOUSE 

The White House, home of the 
presidents of the United States, is 
set in a noble park. President 
Washington selected the site, laid 
the cornerstone in 1792, and lived 
to see the building completed. But 
he never occupied it. The honor 
of being the first to live in the 
White House was reserved for the 
second president, John Adams, who 
occupied it in 1800.

HAMBURG, Nov. 21.—(AP) 

The Herculean task of clear- 
ing mines from German waters 
in the North Sea and Baltic 
is being abandoned, a British 
naval officer disclosed in an 
interview here 

The 15,000-strong German 
Minesweeping Administration 
is being disbanded and future 
effort will be confined to main- 


taining the safe lanes swept 
through the uncounted thou- 
sands of mines om the sea 
bed 


“We found that effort involv- 
ed and the expenditure of oil 
and raw materials were not 
justified by the percentage of 
results obtained,” the officer 
said 

Since the end of the war 
55 merchant ships have been 
damaged by mines off the Ger- 
man coast and a number of 
fishing vessels lost. 

The menace of the mines 
will remain for several years, 


the officer said, but ships can 
travel in safety under normal 
conditions provided they 
the marked lanes
